The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payments  of  the 
City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1939  and  ending  December 
31,  1939. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from 
receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Municipal  accounting 
as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts,  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 


It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  “revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are  used,  “revenue” 
meaning  money  accruing  to  the  municipal  treasury  and  under  general  taxation,  police 
powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue”  meaning  offset  to  outlays,  such  as 
permanent  improvements,  bond  issues,  money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary 
accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged 
in  the  same  order  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  auditor’s  report  in- 
cluding a report  of  trust  funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the 
income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULES 


Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments 
during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year.  This 
schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  paid  $51,064.83  more  than  was 
received. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  receipts  from  revenue 
$930,466.37  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $962,568.91  making  excess  payments 
$32,102.54  for  the  year,  which  amount  with  the  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for 
the  year  is  indicated  in  the  decrease  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  departments,  less 
transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B,  also  a statement  of  non-revenue 
receipts  and  payments  during  the  year. 

In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency  Transactions” 
such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.  are  eliminated. 

I would  further  report  that  I have  inspected  the  accounts  of  the  Water  Department. 
Have  also  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners,  Trustees  of  Wheel- 
wright, Peabody  and  Public  Library  Building  Funds,  Treasurer  and  Collector,  City 
Clerk,  City  Messenger,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  examined  all  bills  pre-

sented,  verified  same  and  when  approved  charged  same  to  proper  appropriations, 
signing  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  payments;  also  have  countersigned  all  notes 
and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that  issue  of  same  was  properly  authorized. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  City  has  been  increased  in  the  past  year  $990.16.  The 
appropriated  accounts  had  an  undrawn  balance  of  $1,963.24.  Income  exceeded 
estimate  $25,027.08.

City  Council,  City  of  Newburyport 
Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Newburyport 
for  the  year  of  1939. 

CASES  TRIED 

Lewis  Furlong:  This  case  started  in  1938  and  hearings  before  a master  and 
single  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  a finding  was  made  in  favor  of  the  City;  The 
respondent  then  appealed  the  case  to  the  full  Bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Massachusetts  where  the  case  was  argued  in  October  1939.  This  case  has  now  been 
completed  with  a final  decision  by  the  Full  Court  in  favor  of  the  City. 

Mary  A.  Flatley:  The  plaintiff  claimed  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  by  a defect  in  the  highway  at  Plum  Island  in  1937.  Suit  was  pending  in  this 
case  when  I took  office.  The  case  was  tried  before  a jury  at  the  Middlesex  Superior 
Court  in  April  1939.  The  jury  returned  a verdict  in  favor  of  the  City. 

Alice  LaPlante:  This  was  a claim  for  damages  for  injuries,  alleged  to  have  been 
received  from  a defect  in  the  highway.  Suit  brought  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court 
and  called  for  trial  in  September  1939.  Court  ordered  a finding  in  favor  of  the 
City  when  the  case  was  called  for  trial. 

Elizabeth  Thurlow  : Claim  for  injuries  from  fall  due  to  defect  in  s' dewalk  on 
Pleasant  Street.  Suit  brought  in  the  Essex  Superior  Court,  case  was  reached  for 
trial  at  the  September  sitting  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Newburyport,  1939;  The  case 
was  settled  just  before  trial  for  the  sum  of  $60  with  the  consent  of  the  General 
Government  Committee.

William  Eaton:  Action  for  damages  for  injuries  received  due  to  fall  on  sidewalk 
on  Merrimac  Street.  Case  entered  in  Superior  Court,  called  for  trial  in  September 
1939  and  the  plaintiff  failed  to  answer  the  call  of  the  case  and  was  non-suited. 

Brooks  Construction  & Lumber  Co.  This  is  an  action  of  contract  against  the 
city  for  materials  furnished  to  all  departments  of  the  city  covering  a period  of 
years.  At  the  call  of  the  list  it  was  agreed  that  the  attorneys  for  the  parties  would 
go  over  the  accounts  and  try  to  determine  the  true  balance  due  before  the  court 
would  appoint  an  auditor.  This  case  has  not  been  finished  as  yet,  the  attorneys 
have  spent  many  hours  going  over  the  vouchers,  warrants  and  cancelled  checks  and 
will  require  a great  deal  of  time  to  finish  the  same.

There  have  been  many  claims  of  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been 
received  from  falls  due  to  various  causes  and  alleged  defects.  Reports  of  accidents 
or  falls  have  been  investigated  and  pictures  taken.  In  many  of  the  claims  no 
written  notice  has  been  given  to  the  city.  A large  number  of  these  cases  where 
notice  had  been  given  claimants  were  given  leave  to  withdraw  as  investigations 
showed  that  there  was  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the  city.

SUITS  BROUGHT  BY  THE  CITY 
City  of  Newburyport  vs.  City  of  Lowell 
City  of  Newburyport  vs.  Town  of  Salisbury 

The  city  of  Lowell  and  the  Town  of  Salisbury  owed  the  plaintiff  $3,723.20  and 
$4,728.21  respectively  for  assessments  as  their  share  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Clam 
Chlorinating  Plant  at  Plum  Island.  It  was  necessary  to  bring  a bill  in  Equity  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  under  the  statutes,  in  order  to  enforce  payment  thereof. 
These  claims  have  now  been  paid. 

City  of  Newburyport  vs.  Andrew  Gillis: 

An  action  of  ejectment  was  brought  by  the  City  against  the  defendant  who  was 
a tenant  in  the  Hannah  Building  on  Pleasant  Street;  the  justice  of  the  District  Court 
issued  to  the  plaintiff  an  execution  for  possession,  the  Defendant  then  brought  a 
bill  in  equity  against  the  city  to  enjoin  it  from  ousting  the  defendant  as  a tenant 
under  said  execution  and  to  force  the  city  to  retain  the  tenant  in  the  premises.  After 
hearings  before  a master  and  argument  before  the  Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  a 
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final  decree  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  city  and  the  defendant  was  required  to 
remove  from  the  premises. 

The  services  of  the  city  solicitor  were  required  at  a number  of  hearings  and 
matters  of  legislation  affecting  the  City  of  Boston  and  Salem  and  Newburyport. 
The  most  important  was  the  hearing  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  to  revise  the  proportionate  shares,  of  the  cities  and  Towns  flowing  sewerage 
into  the  Merrimac  River,  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Chlorinating  Plant  at 
Plum  Island,  hearings  were  held  in  Salisbury,  Boston  and  Lawrence  and  before  the 
Single  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  visitation  of  the  Plant  by  the  Commission 
members  appointed  by  the  Court.  The  cities  share  was  but  slightly  increa:ed  by  the 
findings  of  the  commission. 


TAX  TITLES 

There  have  been  a number  of  parcels  of  land  where  the  buildings  are  dilapidated, 
and  'the  city  holds  tax  titles,  these  tax  titles  have  been  taken  to  the  Land  Court 
where  the  right  of  redemption  has  been  foreclosed  and  the  title  is  now  in  the  city: 
Several  parcels  have  been  deeded  outright  to  the  city  without  the  necessity  of  entering 


them  in  the  Land  Court.

Roof  of  building  leaks  very  bad.  Slate  should  be  removed  and  reshingled  with  a 
heavy  jumbo  fire  resistance  shingle.

Old  floor  is  in  terrible  shape,  new  floor  should  be  laid.

Cement  ramp  has  been  laid  in  front  of  building  and  sure  is  one  to  be  proud  of. 

Fire  Alarm 

Should  be  removed  from  City  Hall  and  installed  in  the  Central  Fire  Station. 
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Chemicals 

All  chemicals  throughout  the  city  have  been  given  attention  and  all  are  in  good 
condition. 


Hose  Tower  and  Extension 

Hose  tower  should  be  built  on  North  East  corner  of  building.

To  his  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen. 

The  following  is  a report  of  the  various  departments  under  my  supervision  for  the 
year  1939. 

TREE  DEPARTMENT 

With  the  assistance  of  W.  P.  A.  funds  we  have  transplanted  on  our  city  streets, 
approximately  700  nursery  grown  shade  trees.  Starting  at  the  Newbury  line  to  Lime 
Street,  and  from  Noble  Street  and  Ferry  Road  to  Broad  Street,  each  street  has 
received  attention.  The  Federal  contribution  totaled  $5,663.00  for  planting  and 
materials  for  tree  guards,  which  were  made  by  National  Youth  Administration.  For 
preservation  work  on  city  shade  trees  $19,749.00  was  received;  this  in  addition  to 
$18,725.00  during  1938.  With  the  above  funds  tree  surgery,  cabling,  bolting,  bracing 
and  removal  of  badly  decayed  and  dangerous  trees  has  been  accomplished.  Most 
of  our  large  elms  have  had  many  feet  of  cable  stretched  to  strengthen  them; 
many  serious  cavities  treated  and  filled.  The  north  end  of  our  city  is  nearly  completedj^ 
We  have  employed  practically  all  the  skilled  tree  men  of  the  city  for  two  years  at 
little  cost  to  the  department,  providing  advantageous  treatment  of  the  shade  trees. 

MOTH  DEPARTMENT 

Scouting  and  painting  of  Gypsy  Moth  egg  clusters,  cutting  browntail  and  tent 
caterpillar  nests,  spraying  with  arsenate  of  lead  was  carried  on.  Cherry  nest  worms 
and  elm  leaf  beetles  caused  less  trouble  than  previously.  W.  P.  A.  project  worked 
the  outlaying  districts,  thus  keeping  the  infestation  away  from  the  city  prope.. 
The  transfer  of  the  large  sprayer  to  a motor  drawn  vehicle  has  added  to  greater 
efficiency  with  spraying  operations. 

PARK  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  parks  under  our  care  received  regular  attention : Brown  Square, 
Bartlett  Mall,  Central  Park,  Cushing  Park,  Triangles  at  Three  Roads  and  Auburn 
Street,  also  Simmons  Beach.  We  have  attempted  to  keep  Fulton  Street  pit  cleared 
for  baseball  to  prevent  ball  playing  on  Pond  and  Greenleaf  Streets  side  of  the  Mall. 

Submitted  and  approved  waiting  for  suitable  weather  to  start  operations  is  a 
W.  P.  A.  project,  which  includes  comfort  station,  tennis  courts  and  other  improvements 
at  all  our  parks. 

As  in  1938  we  assisted  merchants  in  decorating  for  Christmas  holidays.  We 
co-operated  with  Recreational  project  by  transporting  their  charges  on  numerous 
trips  to  Boston  for  attendance  at  ball  games.  Also  with  the  Athletic  Council  on 
trips  to  the  football  camp,  and  other  trucking  for  Welfare  Department  and  Public 
Library. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  GROUNDS 

We  have  the  care  of  these  grounds,  grass  cutting,  snow  shoveling  and  caring  for 
the  shrubbery. 

The  following  projects  are  housed  in  Park  and  Tree  Department  Building, 
65  Federal  Street. 

Recreation — Employing  6 workers. 

Survey — Employing  20  or  more  workers. 

Veterans’  Graves 

Registration — Employing  7 workers. 

The  second  floor  is  occupied  by  the  V.  F.  W.  and  D.  A.  V.,  organizations.  The 
State  Guard  Veterans  meet  several  times  each  month  in  our  quarters. 

May  I extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  his  honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  and  Department  heads  for  their  kindly  consideration.

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REPORTABLE  DISEASE 

While  it  is  conceivable  that  we  have  had  but  151  cases  of  reportable  disease  in 
1939,  it  is  almost  unbelievable.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  in  years.  We  are  wont  to 
beheve  that  this  total  is  the  result  of  lack  of  reporting,  rather  than  lack  of  disease. 

The  law  regarding  the  reporting  of  disease  has  this  year,  been  changed. 

The  responsibility  for  the  reporting  of  disease  is  upon  the  “householder”,  unless 
there  is  a physician  in  attendance. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  that  this  change  in  the  law  will  make  for  more  prompt 
and  more  accurate  reporting.  An  achievement,  highly,  to  be  desired. 

We,  as  a Board  of  Health,  are  most  anxious  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  by 
proper  quarantine,  when  disease  occurs  in  the  community.  We  can  fulfill  the  purpose 
of  our  office  only  with  the  co-operation  of  each  and  every  householder. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  quarantine  is  only  as  effective  as  you  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Householder  demand.

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GONORRHEA  AND  SYPHILIS 

Our  major  difficulty  in  this  program  is  to  bring  about  a realization  on  the  part  of 
the  patient  of  the  need  for  prompt  and  continued  treatment.  It  is  difficult  to  impress 
upon  the  patient  the  fact  that  prompt  treatment  minimizes  infection  and  curtails  the 
duration  of  the  disease. 

As  can  be  learned  from  the  above  report,  investigations  for  lapsing  treatment  are 
numerous,  much  too  numerous.  These  investigations  are  time  consuming  but  a 
necessary  expenditure  of  effort.  For  the  information  of  the  public,  it  might  be  well 
to  state  here  a well  known  medical  fact,  viz:  Gonorrhea  is  more  difficult  of  treatment 
than  Syphilis,  although,  Syphilis  requires  the  more  protracted  treatment.

During  the  year  our  Crippled  Children  Clinic  at  the  Anna  Jacques  Hospital  was 
discontinued  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  in  the  interests  of  economy.  Having 
the  clinic  at  the  hospital  was  a very  satisfactory  arrangement.  The  closing  of  the 
clinic,  however,  does  not  mean  that  the  services  to  the  crippled  children  will  be  dis- 
continued. Those  children  formerly  tended  at  the  clinic  will  be  visited  in  their 
respective  homes  by  an  orthopedic  worker  or  by  a physiotherapist. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  11  cases  under  the  care  of  this  service.  Three  cases 
are  hospitalized  at  the  Lakeville  Sanatorium.  All  necessary  appliances  for  these  patients 
are  being  furnished  either  by  the  Crippled  Children  Service  or  by  the  Essex  County 
Chapter  Infantile  Foundation.  All  our  requests  for  appliances  have  been  granted. 
This  being  responsible  for  the  saving  of  a considerable  sum  of  money  by  the  City.

In  our  program  of  Diphtheria  immunization  four  clinics  were  held.  This  service 
was  inaugurated  on  April  9th.  It  was  a free  service,  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  agent,  Mr.  O’Brien,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Victoria  James,  the  nursing 
supervisor  of  the  W.P.A.  nursing  project,  Mrs.  Anna  B.  Miller  and  the  supervising 
nurse  of  the  Community  Welfare  Health  Centre,  Mrs.  Marion  Perkins. 

The  attendance  was  below  expectations.  A great  deal  of  time  and  a tremendous 
amount  of  effort  was  expended  to  make  the  parents  immunization  conscious. 

We  sincerely  hope  that 
our  continued  effort  will  be  responsible  for  a greater  attendance.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council : 

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  to  you  gentlemen  their  report  for  the 
year  1939. 

A schedule  of  expenditures  is  attached  to  this  report  and  will  give  you  a clear 
idea  of  just  how  the  money  was  expended  from  month  to  month. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  W.P.A.  reduction  in  quota  and  the  thirty-day  lay-off,  for 
practically  everybody  employed  on  W.P.A.,  we  were  operating  at  about  $1,000  a 
month  less  than  for  the  same  period  in  1938.  This  thirty  day  lay  off,  so  called,  was 
the  most  thoughtless,  expensive  and  ill-advised  piece  of  legislation  that  was  ever 
enacted  in  connection  with  W.P.A.  In  the  first  place,  the  thirty  days  meant  that 
you  couldn’t  be  re-employed  within  that  time;  but  it  did  not  say  that  you  would  be 
re-employed  at  the  end  of  thirty  days,  although  a lot  of  the  workers  assumed  that 
when  their  time  was  up,  they  would  be  returned  to  work  promptly. 

As  a result  of  all  this  confusion,  some  of  the  W.P.A.  were  unemployed  for 
twelve,  fourteen  and  sixteen  weeks  at  considerable  cost  to  the  Welfare  Department. 
Even  though  a man  was  promptly  returned  to  work  at  the  end  of  thirty  days,  he  had 
to  work  three  weeks  before  he  received  a two  weeks  pay  check. 

The  bi-monthly  pay  day  and  the  thirty  day  lay  off  cost  the  City  of  Newburyport 
thousands  of  dollars  the  past  year,  we  estimate  at  least  $12,000. 

Since  our  last  report,  we  have  checked  with  other  Cities  and  towns  on  their 
allowance  for  supplementary  aid  to  W.P.A.  workers  and  find  that  none  of  the  cities 
and  most  of  the  towns  grant  any  supplementary  aid  whatever  to  W.P.A.  workers. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  seem  to  be  that  if  people  employed  on  W.P.A.,  also 
receive  supplementary  aid  from  Welfare  Department,  that  the  incentive  to  look  for 
private  employment  is  lacking. 

Supplementary  aid  cost  the  City  $20,000  for  the  year  1939.  This  explains,  in 
some  measure,  the  lack  of  any  appreciable  reduction  in  our  annual  costs  even  though 
many  are  employed  on  W.P.A.  and  some  in  private  industry. 

In  comparing  the  number  employed  on  W.P.A.  at  the  present  and  those  now 
awaiting  assignment  with  two  years  ago,  it  would  appear  that  private  industry  has 
given  employment  to  at  least  450  people  who  were  without  a job  two  years  ago, 
and  upon  our  W.P.A.  or  direct  relief  rolls. 

The  total  cost  of  Horton  Home  remains  about  the  same  as  in  1938.  We  were 
obliged  to  renew  considerable  piping  on  heating  plant,  also  on  main  water  supply, 
owing  to  leaks  which  kept  occuring  constantly.  A new  ice  house  was  built  to  replace 
one  that  was  completely  gone  and  about  ready  to  fall  down.  All  repairs  made 
are  of  a durable  nature  and  will  last  for  many  years  to  come. 

A list  of  repairs,  an  itemized  report  of  expenses,  also  a record  of  the  products  raised 
at  the  farm  is  attached  to  this  report  for  your  consideration.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1939 


To  the  Board  of  Directors : 

Herewith  I submit  the  84th  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Library  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1939.  The  usual  statistics  are  tabulated  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 


CIRCULATION 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  in  1939  in  the  library  system  was  120,351  as 
compared  to  the  126,037  volumes  in  1938.  This  was  a loss  of  5,676  in  circulation  or 
4.5  percent.  The  circulation  of  the  Main  Library  decreased  from  89,844  to  80,612 
volumes.  This  was  a loss  of  8,432  or  9.46  per  cent.  The  Emma  L.  Andrews  Branch 
increased  its  circulation  from  20,696  to  22,483  volumes  (a  gain  of  1,787  or  S.64  per 
cent)  and  the  Belleville  Branch  increased  from  16,287  to  17,  256  volumes  (a  gain  of 
969  or  5.38  per  cent).  By  classes  the  only  books  that  gained  over  last  year  were 
those  classified  as  general  works,  language,  and  foreign.  However,  books  placed  on 
deposit  at  the  schools  and  at  institutions  increased  in  circulation  as  did  mounted 
pictures  at  the  Main  Library.  But  fiction  and  the  chief  types  of  non-fiction  such  as 
biography,  travel,  history,  science,  literature,  art  and  religion  all  decreased.  Using  the 
latest  population  statistics  (14,815  in  1935)  circulation  per  capita  was  8.1.  Circula- 
tion per  registered  borrower  was  15.7.  With  less  money  for  books  less  copies  and 
titles  could  be  purchased.  It  is  planned  to  put  a rental  or  duplicate  pay  system  into 
effect  in  1940  in  order  to  buy  additional  copies  of  popular  fiction  and  non-fiction  that 
are  in  great  demand.  The  Board  of  Directors  has  recognized  the  need  of  supplementing 
the  Library’s  own  book  income,  which  was  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars  in  ly39,  and 
has  asked  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  for  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase 
of  books. 


7,655  CARDHOLDERS 

The  registration  in  1938  was  8,039  while  on  December  31,  1939  the  number  of 
active  cardholders  was  7,655 — a loss  of  384.  This  loss  may  be  attributed  to  removal 
of  all  inactive  cards  in  the  Children’s  Room  and  to  fewer  persons  registering.  There 
were  556  new  borrowers  registered  in  1939  (694  in  1938)  and  of  these  355  were  adults 
(452  in  1938).  Thus  there  is  a loss  of  97  adults  and  41  children. 

Although  914  individuals  signified  their  intentions  of  continuing  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  Library’s  facilities  by  re-registering  this  number  is  38  less  than  that  of 
1938.  However,  approximately  fifty  per  cent  of  the  city’s  population  (14,815  in 
1935)  use  the  Library. 


EXHIBITIONS 

Twenty  exhibitions  of  books  totaling  3517  were  placed  on  display.  These  con- 
sisted of  timely  and  appropriate  collections  under  the  following  captions:  Motion 
Pictures;  New  Non-Fiction;  Better  Novels;  Great  Plays;  Garden  Books;  New  York 
World’s  Fair;  Wuthering  Heights  and  the  Brontees;  Photography;  Places  and  People; 
Don’t  Miss  These;  Summer  Reading;  Making  the  Most  of  Yourself;  Watch  Europe; 
War  and  Peace;  Readable  Books;  Books  Around  the  World;  Robert  P.  Tristram 
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Coffin;  and  Books  on  Printing.  Two  were  displayed  twice.  Of  these  2310  were 
borrowed  for  home  use. 

Other  exhibitions  included  Pencil  Sketches  by  Howard  Beal;  Printing;  Book 
Week  Display  of  Book  Jackets;  Photography  by  the  Newburyport  Camera  Club; 
Charcoal  sketches  by  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Art  Class;  Autographs  of  Newburyport  Authors 
and  Autographs  of  early  Newbury  Settlers,  both  lent  by  Robert  W.  Lull;  Latest 
War  Maps  of  Europe;  Naval  Pictures;  Currier  and  Ives  prints,  etc. 


LIBRARY  SERVICE 

In  addition  to  providing  new  titles  for  circulation  the  Library  answered  about 
five  thousand  questions  of  a reference  or  research  nature  by  telephone,  mail  or  in 
person;  cataloged  1586  and  recataloged  755  volumes;  typed  and  filed  7579  catalog  and 
reference  cards.  It  also  obtained  66  books  from  other  libraries  (Harvard,  M.  I.  T., 
Boston  Public,  State,  Newton,  and  Director  of  Standards)  on  inter-library  loan  for 
the  use  of  Newburyport  residents  and  lent  books  to  the  libraries  of  Salisbury,  Ames- 
bury  and  Le  Moyne  College,  Tenne:see.  It  borrowed  210  books  in  Armenian,  Greek, 
Italian,  Polish,  and  Russian  for  the  foreign  language  readers  of  the  city.  It  lent  536 
mounted  pictures  to  teachers  for  use  in  the  schools  as  well  as  circulating  849  books 
on  deposit  in  the  schools  and  the  Home  for  Aged  Men. 


CHILDREN’S  ROOM 

From  January  to  June  Miss  Cara  W.  Sprague,  radio  narrator  of  juvenile  tales 
conducted  weekly  Story  Hours  which  were  so  well  attended  that  many  had  to  be 
turned  away.  “The  Prince  and  the  Pauper”  and  “The  Little  Princess”  (at  that 
time  Shirley  Temple  was  enacting  the  role  in  the  motion  picture  version)  were 
related  in  their  entirety  as  well  as  many  fairy  tales.  These  were  very  popular. 

A Vacation  Reading  Club  was  started  in  July  to  encourage  reading  habits  during 
the  summer.  Of  the  120  children  who  joined  64  received  diplomas  listing  the  eight 
books  required  and  bearing  the  signature  of  the  Librarian.  A party  was  held  in 
September  for  the  members  of  the  club  who  were  entertained  with  talks  and  views 
of  the  New  York  World’s  Fair  by  the  Misses  Margaret  Hagopian  and  Lois  Noyes. 
Refreshments  were  served. 

Book  Week  began  with  a gift  of  a fine  collection  of  post-card  albums  from 
Mrs.  Sumner  Little.  Literally  hundreds  of  children  and  adults  attended  a beautiful 
exhibition  of  foreign  dolls  owned  by  Mrs.  Harry  Husk  who  described  them  all  enter- 
tainingly. Miss  Sarah  Mulliken,  author  of  the  “Colonial  Stories”  gave  an  afternoon 
story  hour  illustrated  with  her  own  drawings.  The  boys  enjoyed  a special  hour  just 
for  them  with  Mr.  Philip  Pearson  who  lectured  on  stamps,  displayed  his  rare  stamp 
albums,  and  gave  every  one  present  a stamp.  Miss  Ethel  Parton,  author  of  many 
juvenile  books  pleased  a hundred  boys  and  girls  with  a chapter  from  her  latest  work 
“Runaway  Prentice”  which  just  had  the  distinction  of  being  chosen  the  Junior  Literary 
Guild  selection  for  November.  Other  story  hours  and  contests  were  also  held  with 
three  books  given  as  prizes  to  the  winners. 


SOUTH  END  BRANCH 

On  May  13  the  Emma  L.  Andrews  branch  lost  by  death  Herbert  O.  Lattime, 
faithful  caretaker  for  almost  twenty-nine  years.  Daniel  F.  Quill  was  appointed  the 
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new  custodian  and  has  demonstrated  his  efficiency  and  ability  by  his  care  of  the 
building  and  grounds.  The  entire  second  floor  of  the  building  was  repapered  and 
painted.  The  roof  and  chimney  were  repaired.  During  the  year  $52.71  was  received 
from  the  popular  card  parties  held  in  the  branch  once  a month.  Fifty  books  were 
bought  with  the  money.  On  December  6 Miss  Wilhelmina  L.  Plumer,  library  staff 
member  for  nearly  twenty  years,  died  suddenly.  In  her  memory,  and  at  her  request, 
friends  gave  money  for  books  for  her  branch.  A fund  was  established  called  the 
Wilhelmina  L.  Plumer  fund.  Her  sister,  Miss  Eleanor  Plumer  graciously  presented 
special  book  plates  for  the  books.  Mrs.  Bessie  W.  Pramberg  was  appointed  successor 
to  Miss  Plumer  and  Miss  Vivian  White  continues  in  charge  of  the  branch  Children’s 
Room. 

NORTH  END  BRANCH 

The  Belleville  branch  is  growing  rapidly  as  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  parish 
house  and  the  increase  in  circulation  testify  (10,076  in  1937;  16,287  in  1938;  and 
17,256  in  1939).  It  has  been  suggested  that  larger  quarters  with  separate  rooms  for 
children  and  adults  be  obtained.  I recommend  this  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  Miss 
Helen  S.  Macintosh  who  has  been  performing  her  duties  zealously,  has  succeeded  in 
cataloging  all  the  fiction  and  is  in  the  process  of  cataloging  the  juveniles. 


MAIN  LIBRARY 

Mr.  Walter  Bartlett,  editorial  writer  of  the  Daily  News  and  a director  of  the 
Library  for  several  years  died  March  30.  He  was  keenly  interested  in  books  and 
the  Library.  His  death  was  a severe  loss.  Miss  Ellen  G.  Todd  was  appointed  by 
Mayor  Carens  to  fill  his  unexpired  term. 

Mr.  George  B.  Pettingell  of  this  city  bequeathed  $1,500.00  to  the  Library.  The 
income  is  to  be  expended  for  books  at  the  Main  Library  and  the  South  End  branch. 
Later  a supplementary  $500.00  was  added.  The  income  is  not  yet  available. 

The  Rotary  Club  of  Newburyport  produced  a play  “Whispering  Gallery”  and 
one  hundred  dollars  of  the  proceeds  were  donated  to  the  Library  for  juvenile  books. 

The  WPA  projects  for  cataloging  and  repairing  books  have  helped  a good  deal 
in  mending  and  sewing  books  as  well  as  re-cataloging,  mounting  pictures  and  making 
an  inventory. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  was  organized  in  December  and  several  individuals 
joined.  Several  hundred  dollars  were  pledged.  Its  purpose  is  to  maintain  an  active 
association  of  persons  interested  in  books;  to  assist  in  bringing  to  the  Public  Library 
important  library  materials  which  are  at  present  beyond  the  ordinary  library  budget; 
and  to  contribute  toward  gaining  for  our  city  that  strength  in  the  records  of  art, 
literature  and  science  which  is  due  its  traditional  heritage.  It  is  hoped  that  sufficient 
number  of  people  and  organizations  will  join  to  make  the  Association  worth  while  in 
a practical  as  well  as  a cultural  manner. 

To  all  donors  to  the  Library,  whose  names  are  listed  at  the  end  of  this  report, 
I wish  to  render  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  continued  interest  in  their  Library.  To 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  members  of  the  Staff,  my  appreciation  is  extended  for 
their  loyel  support.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 


February,  1940 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council , 

City  of  Newburyport,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Forty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is 
respectfully  submitted  herewith: 

The  past  year  brought  the  completion  of  two  very  important  improvements  to 
the  water  system,  namely  the  half-million  gallon  elevated  tank  and  the  Artichoke 
River  Pumping  Station.  The  elevated  tank  has  increased  the  pressure  over  the  city 
approximately  IS  lbs.  which  has  relieved  the  low  pressure  condition  in  that  portion 
of  the  city  westerly  of  High  Street  and  will  give  added  assistance  to  our  fire 
department  and  industries. 

The  Artichoke  pumping  station  is  a small  modern  water  pumping  station  equipped 
for  both  electrical  and  diesel  operated  pumps.  The  station  was  constructed  at  an 
elevation  above  the  1936  flood  mark.  These  two  additions  nearly  complete  a most 
modern  water  supply  system  for  a city  of  our  size. 

The  W.P.A.  project  of  improving  the  lower  Artichoke  Basin  is  progressing  more 
satisfactorily  and  is  rapidly  taking  shape.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present  progress  may 
be  continued.  With  the  completion  of  this  work,  all  necessary  major  improvements 
to  the  system  and  supply  will  have  been  completed. 

During  last  August,  many  complaints  were  received  relative  to  the  disagreeable 
tastes  and  odors  in  the  water.  Due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  employees  at 
the  pumping  station  in  executing  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Harry  W.  Clark, 
consulting  chemist  and  associate  with  Whitman  & Howard  our  consulting  engineers, 
the  tastes  and  odors  were  eliminated  within  a week.  They  were  caused  by  an 
excessive  number  of  organisms  caused  by  the  drought  and  the  lowest  rainfall  since  1930. 

With  the  completion  of  the  elevated  tank  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  continue 
the  standpipe  in  operation,  thereby,  giving  more  fire  protection  to  the  City.  It 
required  the  installation  of  an  altitude  valve  which  automatically  controls  the  flow 
of  water  into  the  standpipe  and  makes  it  available  when  the  elevated  tank  is  lowered 
or  emptied. 

May  we  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  also  extend  our  appreciation  for 
the  continued  support  and  loyalty  of  the  department  employees.
